lieved they bought their liquor Here 
from a whiskey drug store.” 
The dispatch was sent out by th** 
United Press under date of Atwist 
4 and was as follows: 
“Dry Indiana towns

who are looking for a way out of 
the A‘blind tiger” and “bootlegging” 
dilema should take a 
few 
lessons 
from this city, where the game of 
evading the liquor laws is nip and 
tuek twenty-four hours of the day, 
with the odds in favor of the law so 
far.

The Industrial Board oi Indiana, 
which was created in the workmen’s 
compensation aet, that becomes ef­ 
fective the lirst of the month, has 
issued the first bulletin 
'oncoming 
the provisions of the act and the ob­ 
jects to be accomplished by it" ad ­ 
ministration 
It is set forth in the bulletin that 
the act covers all form of labor ex­ 
cept casual laborers, farm or agri­ 
cultural laborers, dome-tie servants 
and interstate or foreign commerce, 


in case the law - ol the i ailed States 
provide for compensation, 
or 
tor 
liability for injury or death, by n<- 


c i d e n t , of the 
employes 
engaged 
therein. 
Notw ithstanding, 
the fact 
that 
casual laborers, farm or agricultural 
laborers and domestic servants and 
their employes are expressly except­ 
ed from the compensation provisions 
of the Aet, vet such employes am! 
their employers are authorized 
to 
voluntarily elect to be bound by such 
provisions. 
Many people have the imprecision 
that the Act applies only to the em­ 
ployers of five or more persons, and 
that it does not cover the employer 
of fewer than five workmen. 
This 
impression is wholly erroneous. The 
application of the Act does not to 
any extent depend upon the number 
of workmen. 
It applies I) the em- 
plover of one workman as fully as 
it d o e s to the employer of one hund­ 
red. 
“Employer" 
shall 
include 
the 
State and any municipal corporation 
within tile 
State 
or 
any political 
division thereof, and any individual, 
firm, association or corporation or 
the receiver or trustee ol the same, 
or the legal representatives of a de 
ceased employer, using the services 
of another for pay. 
“ Employe” shall 
include

including a minor, in the 
•nice of another under ary con- 
•aet of hire or apprenticeship, writ- 
;n of implied, except one 
whose 
nployment is both casual and not 
i the usual course of the trade, 
iciness* occupation or 
profession 
f the employer. 
The Act is optional 
or 
elective 
itll both employers and employes. 
In other words, 
both 
employers 
id employes, by giving the notice 


provided tor in the Act, may reject 
its provisions. 
In order to make the rejection ef­ 
fective. the notice must be 
given 
either at tile time of the employment 
or at lea"! thirty days prior to the 
injury. 
No affirmative action is re­ 
quired on the part of either employ­ 
er." or employes in order to come 
under the provisions of the Aet. In 
the alienee of an express rejection 
in the manner specified in the Aet, 
acceptance 
is 
presumed.

jection is the equivalent of an ex­ 
press acceptance. 
Every employer who elects not to 
operate under tin1 Act shall not in 
any suit at law be an employe to re­ 
cover damages for personal i jury

ployer may avail himself of the de­ 
fenses of 
contributory 
negligence, 
negligence of a fellow servant anil 
assumption of ri-k, as such defense- 
exist tit common law. 
At common law, att employe, suing 
for an injury, and Iii" administrator 
suing for his death, were required 
to allege and 
prove 
hi< 
freedom 
from contributory negligence. 
The rejection of tile Act by ail 
employe probably restores this com­ 
mon law burden.

Industrial Board of Indiana Ex- 


plains Some of Provisions of 


Workmen's Compensation Act 


ALSO SOME OF ITS 
OBJECTS 


Notwithstanding 
Certain Excepts 


Are Made, Certain Employers. 


May Elect to Comply With it. 
r»cr' ?o 


The Industrial Board oi' Indiana, 


which was created in the workmen's 
.compensation act, that ueeomes ef- 
fective the first of the month, has 
issued the first ibulletin -.-onceming 
the provisions of the act and the ob- 
jects to be accomplished by its ad- 
ministration. 


It is set forth in the bulletin that 


the act covers all form of labor ex- 
cept casual laborers, farm or agri- 
cultural laborers, domestic servants 
and interstate or foreign commerce, 
in case the laws of the United States 
•provide for compensation, 
or 
for 


liability for injury or death, by ac- 
cident, of the 
employes 
engaged 


therein. 


Notwithstanding, the faTet that 


casual laborers, faim or" agricultural 
laborers and domestic servants and 
'their employes are expressly exeept- 
cd from the compensation provisions 
of the Act, yet such employes anil 
their employers are .authorized 
to 


voluntarily elect to be bound by such 
provisions. 


Many people have the impression 


that the Act applies only to the-em- 
ployers of five or more persons, and 
that it does not cover the employer 
~of fewer than five workmen. 
This 


impression is wholly erroneous. The 
.application of the Act does not to 
any extent depend upon the number 
of workmen. It applies to the em- 
ployer of one workman as fully as 


• it Joes to the employer of one liund- 
'red. 


"Employer" shall include 
the 


[ijj-. State and any municipal corporation 


'within tile State or 'any political 


* division thereof, and any individual, 
. firm,. association or corporation or 
" jtiie receiver or trustee ol the same, 
lor the legal representatives of a do

provided for in the Act, may reject 
its provisions. 


In'older to make the rejection ef- 


fective, the notice must be given 
either at the time of the employment 
or at least thirty days prior to Ijhe 
injury. No affirmative action is re- 
quired on the i^a rt of either employ- 
ers or employes in order to come 
under the provisions of the Act. In 
the absence of an express rejection 
in the manner specified in the Act, 
acceptance is 
presumed. No re- 


jection is the equivalent of an ex- 
press acceptance. 


Every employer who elects not to 


operate under the Act shall not in 
any suit at law be an employe to re- 
cover danages for personal i:jury 
or death by acident be permitted to 
defend any such suit at law upon 
any one or all 
of the following 


grounds: 


(a) Jhat the employe was n-.gli- 


gent. 


(i) 
That the injury was caused 


by the negligence, of a fellow em- 
ploye. 


(c) 
That the employe had as- 


sumed the risk of injury. 


Every employe who elects not to 


operate under the Act shall, in any 
action to recover darna'ges for per- 
sonal injury or 
death 
brought 


against an employer accepting the 
compensation provisions of this Act, 
proceed at comomn .law, and the em- 
ployer may__ avail himself of the de- 
fenses of contributory negligence, 
negligence of a fellow servant' and 
assumption of risk, as sufili defenses 
exist at common law. 
• 


At common law, an employe, suing 


for an injury,, and his administrator 
suing for his death, -were required 
to- allege nnd prorc his 
freedom 


from,.contributory negligence. 


The rejection of the Act by an 


employe probably restores this com- 
mon law burden.
